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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's reply concedes the point at issue, by 
agreeing that the compound of Sato can function as a semiconductor. The current claim set is not drawn to a method of using 
semiconductors to affect current flow, in which the "semiconductor" property would patentably distinguish, but is rather drawn to a 
product which is a substrate that has a compound "directly or indirectly" bonded to the surface where the compound can function as a 
semiconductor. Applicant acknowledges that the compound of Sato "has the potential to have semiconducting properties under certain 
circumstances". So Sato's device meets the structural limitations of the claims. The other "intended use" recitations, do not structurally 
distinguish the device. Therefore, the rejections are maintained. . 
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
